This picture changed with the years.

‘These figures 
show the gradual change in the amount

A study of the taxes on personal 
| property last year is interesting. Rec- 
ords show that total valuations in 
this classification in 1936 were $105,- 
717,191. Of this amount. 53 per cent 
was intangible personalty, and it 
brought into the city’s coffers $840,- 
760 for the year, which amount was 
' 16 per cent of the city’s total revenue 
‘rom ad valorem taxation. 
_ Also, 1936 was the first year in

They include 35,000 school teachers, 
at an average salary of about $3,000 
a year; 18,500 policemen and 6,500 
firemen, practically all of whom re- 
ceive sufficient salary to require a 
return to the income tax department, 
but for their constitutional exemption. 
The teachers get virtually the same 
vacation that the children enjoy, and 
they may retire at the age of 70, or 
after 35 years, on pensions amount- 
ing to one-half their average pay for 
the last five years. They are less 
favored in the matter of retirement, 
however, than the firemen who are 
eligible for half-pay after 20 years. 
Rolicemen must serve 25 years to be 
eligible for pensions, but there are 
other provisions which permit retire- 
ment of all classes on less pay earlier 
in life. A lieutenant on a pension o 
$2,100 a year is exempt from both 
federal and state income taxes, 


People employed in business must 
make a return on a minimum income 
of $1,000 a year fo both the federal 
and state income tax departments if 
they are single and not heads of fam- 
ilies. Heads of families are allowed 
an exemption of $2,500. A man or 
woman making $25 a week, single and

In fact, 
many city, county and state employes 
never bother to pay the state income 
tax even though they are legally sub- 
ject to this one the same as other 
people.

A few years ago when economy was 
rife and salaries were reduced 10 per 
cent the judges of the New York ap- 
pellate division, constitutional officers 
receiving $25,000 a year, tax free, 
refused to accept the reduction and 
threatened to appeal to their own 
court, although clerks, scrubwomen 
and elevator hands attached to their 
court had to stand for the cut.

In less than one page of the official 
roster there are listed 51 officials 
drawing more than $9,000 a year, in- 
cluding 11 at $10,000 a year or more 
and one at $20,000 a year, exempt 
from federal income tax.

And we agreed that if Moses had 
made that mistake, he would never 
have been the greatest man in the Old 
Testament era—that if he had been 
for sale, God couldn’t have used him 
for a hard job.

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Text of Governor Rivers’ Address to General Assembly 


Text of Governor Rivers’ ad- 
dress to the general assembly, 
delivered yesterday, follows in 


On this my initial appearance be- 
fore this sovereign body of the peo- 
ple’s representatives in joint session, 
I wish at the outset to congratulate 
you upon the dispatch and intelli- 
gence with which you have gone 
about carrying out the mandate of 
the people expressed in the last elec- 
tion. The harmony and efficiency 
with which you organized, the caliber 
of men you elected to head your 
bodies and the businesslike manner 
in which you have carried on your 
deliberations have been the source of 
pride to the people of this state and 
have caused widespread favorable 
comment in the press, in forums and 
in private conversation, the like of 
which has never been enjoyed by the 
general assembly heretofore in this 
state. 

I congratulate you, but most of all 
1 congratulate the people of Georgia 
upon the personnel and patriotism 
of this general assembly. For the 
first time in the history of Georgia 
the presiding officers of the house 
and senate announced their commit- 
tees the first day of the session. For 
the first time in the history of the 
state the members of the assembly 
met in presession legislative confer- 
ences at their own expense, made 


visitations to investigate the deplor-. 


able conditions existing at Milledge- 
ville, and otherwise have gone about 
your duties with a seriousness of pur- 
pose and effectiveness of action which 
the people of Georgia can ask all fu- 
ture general assemblies to look to as 
an example for emulation.

We cannot, in 
my opinion, have a satisfactory sys- 
tem of old-age pensions in Georgia 
without an amendment to our state 
constitution. To await the general 
election of 1928 to vote such an 
amendment would not only deprive 
us of federal benefits as a state, but 
would be a disappointment to these 
old people who, of all our people, are 
least able to bear the shock of dis- 
appointment. Leading legal thought 
in the Georgia bar which we have 
had an opportunity to consult, advise 
that the general assembly can by 
statute fix a general election date 
for the odd years that will enable 
the submission to the people of a 
constitutional amendment, authoriz- 
ing old-age pensions as early as June 
of this year. 

Legislation along this line has been 


I believe in a strong 


prepared and I recommend that the 
general assembly enact this legislation 
—both in setting up a general elec- 
tion date for the odd years and a 
constitutional amendment to be sub- 
mitted at such a general election, to 
be held not later than June, 1937. 

I recommend that the amendment 
authorizing old-age pensions be of 
sufficient latitude to enable the sub- 
divisions to participate in both main- 
taining and administering old-age 
pensions. 

I further recommend that suffi- 
cient latitude be given to enable the 
state and its subdivisions to partici- 
pate in all features of the federal 
benefits available to us under the 
other features of the social security 
program of the national government, 
so that we may avail ourselves, in 
ie discretion of the general assem- | 

vy, from time to time, of such bene-| 
fits as the general assembly may see 
proper. | 
TEMPORARY PENSION SETUP. | 
The general assembly of 1935) 
sought to enact legislation to take | 
advantage of the temporary pensions | 
for our old people, pending the vote | 
of a constitutional amendment. We 
were thwarted in that effort and lost 
our allotment of federal funds in 
this connection. There is still the 
opportunity to get a further allot- 
ment that will provide a partial pen- 
sion to a portion of our old people 
pending the vote on the constitu- 
tional amendment this year. While 
this temporary pension will not be 
a satisfactory pension coverage for 
our people, it will help as far as it 
goes. 

I, therefore, recommend that leg- 
islation be passed enabling us to 
take advantage of such temporary 
funds as we may be able to get 
allotted to us by the federal gov- 
ernment upon the passage of this 
legislation. 


I realize the handicaps in setting | 
up an administration of a temporary 
pension plan for so short a time as 
from now until July 1. Neverthe- 
less, it is the purpose of this admin- 
istration to go to the utmost lengths 
in securing as much of this tempo- 
rary money as possible and to utilize 
the temporary setup in paving the 
way for a permanent setup. 

Many of the best legal minds in 
Georgia are of the opinion that we | 
will be able to sustain a permanent | 
pension setup without a_constitu- 
tional amendment. While my opin- 
ion is at variance with this view, I 
want to exercise every diligence to

society in this state. So that, while 
old-age pension on its face will re- 
quire the levying of additional taxes 
by the state, such taxes so paid will 
relieve a corresponding amount that 
is now being paid in some other man- 
ner for this same purpose. It will 
indeed doubly relieve this correspond- 
ing amount in that the federal gov- 
ernment will pay one-half of the total 
bill that is now being borne wholly— 


though haphazardly—by the people of 


Georgia. 

OTHER SOCIAL SECURITY. 

In addition to old-age pensions, 
we have an opportunity to secure 
federal benefits for our dependent 
children, our crippled children, our 
blind, our sick and other unfortu- 
nates. The maintenance of these un- 
fortunates is already an _ existing 
charge against society in this state. 
Whatever fund we receive from the 
federal government for this activity 
will decrease to that extent the exist- 
ing charge against our people in this 
connection. And, while it will be nec- 
essary to levy taxes to secure funds 
for the state to carry on this ac- 
tivity, such taxes will merely be a 
transfer of the charge from public 
and private charity to the state gov- 
ernment. And such charges will in- 
deed be lightened to the extent of 
the federal funds secured in this man- 
ner. So that I urge that you not be 
timid in undertaking the full social 
security program. I recommend that 
the legislation necessary to take ad- 
vantage of every feature of social se- 
curity be enacted promptly by the 
assembly. I recommend that suffi- 
cient latitude be given in this leg- 
islation to enable the opening _of 
every avenue possible for securing 
these benefits. May I not emphasize 
again that whatever tax is levied for 
social security is not a new burden 
on the people of Georgia? It is mere- 
ly‘ a systematic distribution of the 
burden that already exists against 
our people. 

SOCIAL SECURITY 
ADMINISTRATION. 

The administration of social se- 
curity, should, in my opinion, prop- 
erly be lodged in the Department of 
Public Welfare. Having an existing 
department that can appropriately 


administer social security. I recom- | 


mend that no new department be 
created for this purpose. In view 
of the fact that various of 


eleemosynary activities can be aug-

mented by the social security pro- | 


gram, it is proper, in my opinion, that 


the administration of these eleemosy- | 


nary institutions be lodged in the 

same department that administers 

the social security program. 
Taking into further consideration 


the fact that lodging of such admin-. 


istration in the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare would enable the aboli- 
tion of the Board of Control, and the 
elimination of the expense of main- 
taining the Board of Control, I rec- 
mend legislation to accomplish this 
end. 

In this connection, I recommend 
that the Department of Public Wel- 
fare be given sufficient latitude to 
enable it to co-ordinate the admin- 
istration of the various eleemosynary 
institutions with other departments 
of the state government peculiarly 
fitted to administer, wholly or par- 
tially, any given institution. For 
example: At least a part—if not 
all—of the administration of the state 
sanitorium at Alto can, in my opin- 
ion, best be handled by the Depart- 
ment of Health and so on with the 
various institutions and other de- 
partments of the government. There- 
fore, latitude should be given to the 
transfer of the eleemosnary institu- 
tions to the Department of Public

tive machinery. The present <depart- 
ment of industrial relations can be 
revised so as to embody an adequate 
labor department to take care of 
these necessary administrative fune- 
tions, without the necessity of creat- 
ing a new department of the govern- 
ment to handle it. I recommend that 
this end be passed 
promptly. The administrative custe 
in this connection, as in the case of 
the various other forms of social se 
curity, is borne in many instauces en- 
tirely by the federal] government, so 
that, while a revision of the law in 
this respect will somewhat expand 
the activities of this department, this 
cost will in most part—and probably 
almost entirely—be borne by the fed- 
eral government. 

While revising the law in this con- 
nection, [ recommend a revisiou in 
our compensation law be made to 
give more complete coverage and 
more substantial benefits to our 
working people. 

I urge the immediate consideration 
of these measures for education and 
social security as being most press- 
ing. With your permission at either 
a later date this week or Monday of 
next week, I will submit a further 
message with reference to rural post 
roads and some of the other features 


of the Macon platform. I will, with) 
your permission, later in the session | 
submit a special message on taxa. | 
tion. I have every confidence that 
the general assembly will be able to 
raise adequate revenue to finance the 
program we have been commissioned 
by the people and by the Democratic 
party to enact into law without plac- 
ing an undue burden upon the pewople. 
Indeed such taxation will merely be 
an adequate and systematic manner 
of meeting a charge already borne 
haphazardly and inequitably by our 
people privately. 

The people of Georgia are not sat- 
isfied with conditions as they now 
exist. We are not satisfied with 
these conditions. They have had con- 


ability to change these conditions. It 
is within our power to either give 
the people this program or withhold 
it from them. I hope, and predict, 
that you will give our people these 
benefits without delay. :

WOMAN COLLECTS 
NOBEL PEACE PRIZE 


Funds Tansferred From 
Norway for German 


Pacifist. 


OSLO, Norway, Jan. 27.—(4)—Mrs. 
Alexandra Kreutzberger, representa- 
tive of Carl Von Ossietsky, collected 
the $37,000 Nobel peace for the invalid 
German pacifist today. 

The entire sum was transferred to 
a German banking account after Mrs. 
Kreutzberger’s credentials had been 
verified by the Norwegian embassy in 
Berlin. 

(Mrs. Kreutzberger, secretary to Dr. 
Kurt Wannow, Berlin attorney for 
von Ossietsky, attempted to collect 
the peace prize January 15 but was 
refused at the bank where the funds 
were deposited. Authorities then con- 
sidered her credentials insufficient. 

(Berlin reports said a trustee prob- 
ably would be appointed to administer 
the funds for ron Ossietsky, who spent 
three years in a concentration camp 
before his release last year, to prevent 
his leaving Germany or engaging in 
anti-nazi activity.

A crew rowed up to a Louisville 
house in which they had heard that 
five persons were marooned. 
ledder climbed in a window and

In Memphis, an old man leaned 
against the desk, peering anxiously.

This is demonstrated by the demand that they 
be given the exclusive privilege of acting as representatives of all our 
workers, regardless of your desires. This has always been perfectly clear. 


I say to you once more, have no fear. Do not be misled. General 


Motors will never let you down. 


Now here is where we stand: 


1. We propose to demonstrate to these tres- 
passers, who have seized our plants and who have 
taken from you the privilege of working, have not 

‘the right to do so.. 


2. We shall demand that your rights and our 
rights be protected. 


3. We will negotiate with this group and will 


earnestly strive for an honorable settlement as 
soon as the illegal seizure of our plants is ter- 


minated. 


4, We believe in giving every group an oppor- 
tunity to be heard. There is nothing to justify our 
doing otherwise. 


5. You will not have to pay tribute for the 
privilege of working in a General Motors plant. 


Efforts have been made to make you believe that 
General Motors is responsible for the breakdown of negotiations; that 
we refuse to meet with representatives of our own employees; that we 
are shirking our moral responsibility; that we have no respect for the 
public interest. You know this is not true. So, why all these charges? 
Simply because we refuse to negotiate with a group that holds our 
plants for ransom without regard to law or justice, thus depriving over 
100,000 of our peaceful and law-abiding employees of their inherent right 
to work. That is the reason and the only reason.

The Third Hand Trap Bid. 

In third position, as a rare excep- 
tion, a player sometimes may make 
a three-bid even when he is not play- 
ing the two-way three-bid, with as 
many as four-plus honor tricks. This 
is purely a trap bid and is intended 
to lure the opponents to overcall, 
whereupon they can’ be doubled for 
penalties. The great value of this 
trap bid is as a constant threat—the 
opponents never will know whether 
the third hand pre-emptive bid is a 
strong or a weak hand.* Sometimes 
euch a trap bid may be used when 
fourth hand.

Sausage Rarebit. 

One pound sausage, 2 tablespoons 
butter, 1-2 pound soft, mild cheese, cut 
in pieces; 1 cup thin cream, 1-4 
teaspoon salt, few grains cayanne, 3 
eggs, slightly beaten. 

Cook sausage in frying pan until 
done. Melt butter, add cheese and 
seasonings. As soon as the cheese 
melts. add cream gradually and then 
the slightly beaten eggs. When the 
mixture is smooth, add the cooked 
sausage and serve on toast points, 

When serving sausage this way or 
just plain, it is all-important to keep 
in mind several points if you'd be 
sure the cooked sausages come out 
tender, well cooked and a lovely 
brown. 


1. Place sausage in cold skillet over 
a low fire. 

2. Heat slowly until almost dne. 

3. Increase the heat for the last sev- 
eral minutes until the sausages 
are well browned. 


To meet an emergency situation 
such as occurs when unexpected guests 
stay through mealtime or Bob Hus- 
band brings home the “big bose” 
on a minute's notice, there is pork 
sausage with macaroni and mush- 
rooms, It’s easily prepared on short 
notice, especially if a package of 
macaroni and a can of mushrooms are 
on the emergency shelf and Junior 
can run down to the store for the sau- 
pages. 

Pork Sausage With Macaroni and 

Mushrooms. 

Two cups macaroni, 1-2 cup can- 
ned chopped mushrooms, fresh pork 
sausage. 

Drop the macaroni into rapidly 
boiling salted water. k until ten- 
der. Rinse with cold water. Line the 
buttered baking dish with macaroni, 
add the sausage, and then the chop- 
ped mushrooms, and finally the re- 
maining macaroni. Bake at 350 de- 
grees I. for 40 minutes. 

Sausage and Fried Apples. 

Panbroil the required number of 
small sausages or cakes of sausage 
meat, and, as soon as fat collects, 


add as many halved, cored and unpeel- 
ed apples as required. The apples 
should first be dipped into flour into 
which a little sugar has been added. 
Saute until soft and browned. Place 
on a hot serving dish with two small 
sausages on each half. 
Sausage Scramble. 

Four sausages, 4 eggs, slightly beat- 
en; 1-8 teaspoon pepper, 1-2 cup milk, 
1-2 teaspoon salt, toast. 


Cut sausages in small pieces and 
saute in a frying pan until tender. 
Pour off part of fat and add eggs 
‘slightly beaten and mixed with milk, 
salt and pepper. Stir lightly with a 
fork until egg is set and creamy in 
consistency. Serve on hot buttered 
toast. Serves six. 
Sausage Cake in Rice Nests. 
One pound sausage, 1 teaspoon salt, 


1 green pepper, chopped; 1 tablespoon 
butter, 3 1-2 cups boiling water, 1 


aa * rice, 1 oninn, minced. 

elt butter, add onion and pepper 
and fry three minutes. Add rice, salt 
and boiling water. Cook until rice is 
soft and has absorbed liquid. Form 
meat into snfall, flat cakes and fry un- 
til brown, 12 minutes. Form nests of 
rice on platter and put a sausage 
cake in each. Add 2 tablespoons of 
flour to sausage fat, then 1 1-2 cups 
boiling water, seasoning. Cook until 
thickened and pour gravy around meat 
and rice. 

Biscut Rolls With Gravy. 

Rich biscuit dough, 10 link sausages. 
* Roll a rich dough thin and cut with 
large cooky cutter. Fry the sausages. 
Place a link between 2 biscuits. Pinch 
edges together and bake. Serve on 
hot platter with brown gravy made 
from sausage fat and water or milk. 

Savory Sausages and Beans. 

Three sausages, 1 tablespoon minced 
onion, 2 cups baked beans, 1 cup 
fresh-cooked or canned corn. 

Mince sausages and fry with minced 
onion. until sausages are crisp and 
brown. If sausages are very fat, 
pour off some of the fit. Then add 
baked beans and corn. Stir until well 
heated, then season as needed, depend- 
ing upon the seasonings in the beans. 
Serve with shredded cabbage to which 
diced tomatoes have been added. Serves 
six. 

More Suggestions. 

A few further suggestions for using 
sausage for luncheon or dinner: 

Baked potatoes, stuffed with sau- 
sage. 
Pigs in blankets, {a baking powder 
biscuit dough is rolled around link 
sausages and baked in a hot oven.) 

Link sausage with baked beans for 
a change from the usual bacon with 
beans. 

Baked green peppers or tomatoes 
stuffed with bread crumbs. (Pre-cook 
the sausage before suffing the toma- 
toes.)

foot ahead of the other. Yes, _ in- 
deed ! Flexibility of the knees, a 
spring to the step, and properly re- 
laxed and tensed segments of the fig- 
ure are the main requisites for a love- 
ly, youthful walk. 


On the stage, when one wants to 
imitate an old person, the knees are 
stiffened, and, conversely, offstage,

Theory Gives Equations by Which Engineers May Calcu- 
late Troublesome, Invisible Forces Which Operate 
Close to Surface of Plane Wings.

It gives equations by which en- 
gineers can calculate’ troublesome 
forces, invisible in the air, and moving 
too fast in liquids for practical obser- 
vations for hydraulic engineering.

Air Causes “Drag.” 

The eddying air causes a “drag” or 
obstacle to flight, of fantastic pro- 
portions.

Is ‘Crazy Torpedo’ 


ROME, Jan. 27.—(#)—A “crazy” 
torpedo” which falls from the air 
with a parachute is Italy’s latest 
contribution to weapons of war, 
aviation circles announced today. 

It is carried by certain special 
types of bombing planes. At a 
given moment it is released from a 
considerable height. 

As it falls a parachute opens and 
it drifts down to land in, say, an 
enemy harbour. As it strikes the 
water the impact starts a mechan- 
ism going to turn a small propeller. 

The parachute cord, impregnated 
with a chemical, burns through on 
touching the water and the para- 
chute detaches from the torpedo. 

With the propeller now whirring, 
the torpedo starts on its journey 
of death. A small set rudder sends 
it in a large circle. 

The idea is that the torpedo will 
be used upon an enemy harbor. 
Traveling in a circle in the harbor 
it is almost bound to strike an 
enemy ship or dock. 

Italian airmen call it the “pazzo 
silurante,” or “crazy torpedo.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—(P)—Trad- 
ers tightened their belts in today’s 
stock market and gave selected issues 
a recovery boost for fractions to 
around 2 points. | 

At the same time an attitude of 
wariness was evident throughout the 
session as the financial sector attempt- 
ed to assay flood damages and proba- 
ble extent of ‘he automotive strike. 

Steels pointed the way toward the 
rallying trail and other heavy indus- 
try stocks joined the movement. Spe- 
cialties, including amusements, were 
well out in front. 

Some brokers thought short cover- 
ing, rather than any sizable buying 
for the long pull, accounted largely 
for the reversal of trend. 

Lack of volume on the turn-about 
was a bit discouraging to commission 
houses. ‘Transfers totaled 1,935,836 
shares compared with 2,1 74,330 yester- 
day. It was the smallest aggregate 
‘for a full day in four weeks. Of the 
1910 issues changing hands, 484 ad- 
| vanced, 258 declined and 168 were un- 
changed. The Associated Press aver- 
|age of 60 stocks was uP 4 of a point 
at 71.4, against a decline Tuesday of 
/1.1_ points. 

Subsidence of high waters in some 

steel-producing centers, combined with 
the best December quarter and 1936 
earnings report of United States Steel 
in six years, helped issues in this de- 
| partment. 
Automotive shares were only a 
‘shade improved despite indications fed- 
‘eral authorities would redouble their 
effort, to end the General Motors 
conflict. Especially interesting to 
the board rooms Was word from 
Washington Secretary Perkins would 
ask legislation granting subpoena 
powers to the Labor Department. 

A slight drop in electric power out- 
put failed to disturb utilities, although 
ithe majority failed to get ahead very 
far. Modest improvement was shown 
by most rails.

NEW CROP LOAN PLAN 


Funds Will Be of Great 
Value to Georgians, They 
Say; Bill Goes to F.D.R. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Crop 
production loans, totaling $50,000,000, 
provided for in a bill which unani- 
mously passed the senate today, will 
be of inestimable value to farmers 
of Georgia, Senators Walter F. George 
and Richard B. Russell Jr. predicted 
while the measure was being prepared 
for dispatch to the White House for 
President Roosevelt's signature. 

Neither senator would hazard a 
guess as to how much money would 
be lent to Georgia farmers but they 
did say the amount should be ap- 
proximately double that of last year 
because the sum authorized is twice 
that of previous years. 

Low Interest Helpful. 

During debate on the bill, Senator 
George pointed out that one of the 
most helpful features was the low in- 
terest rate, four per cent, which would 
be charged for loans made this year. 
This rate is considerably lower than 
that charged in former years, he said. 

Both Senators George and Russell 
explained that this year the production 
loan bill was being enacted in plenty 
of time to be helpful to farmers all 
over the nation, whether they had an 
early planting season or late. 

“Inasmuch as farmers of Georgia 
rank third throughout the country in 
the promptness with which they have 
mét previous loans,” Senator Russell 
declared, “I believe that they are en- 
titled to generous help from the govern- 
ment for fallowing, planting, cultiva- 
tion and. harvesting of their crops. 
The honesty of our farmers should 
make secure for them loans with which 
to produce their crops.” 

Credit Greatly Needed. 

Agreeing with Chairman Jones, of the 
house committee of agriculture, “that 
this particular activity of the govern- 
ment does about as much good as any 
of its other activities,” the Georgia 
senators said the measure provided a 
type of credit that for many years 
has been greatly needed by America’s 
farmers, 

To be sure, individual loans to 
farmers, $400, are small, they said, 
but in a great many cases $400 means 
the saving from utter bankruptcy of 
the little farmer. 

For a long period of time this type 
of small loans for the individual farm- 
er was furnished at a very high rate 
of interest. The interest was so high 
in fact that the loans proved to be a 
burden. In the new bill, instead of 
5 1-2 per cent interest, only 4 per 
cent interest charge is made.

Debts of Matanuska C olonists 


Reduced by Federal Government 


Valley’s ““Most Expensive Homesteader” Demands Show- 
down on Order To Cash for 
Livestock Feed. 


PALMER, Alaska, Jan. 27.—(4) 
Uncle Sam substantially reduced the 
debts of pilgrims in Matanuska valley 
today while the colony’s “most expen- 
sive colonist” demanded a showdown 
on an order he must pay cash for live- 
stock feed. 

Manager Ross L. Sheely, of the 
Alaska Rural Rehabilitation Corpora- 
tion, the colony's central authority, 
said the reduction will “‘approximate 
the amount it would have cost to 
maintain these families on relief in 
the United States for the past 20 
months. 

Sheely said Charles Ruddell, colo- 
nist who has seven children, was “the 
most expensive colonist and owes more 
than $14,000.” 

“Dith the new reductions which 
have been authorized by the corpora- 
tion’s directors, this will be reduced 
to about $12,000. 

The reductions will vary with each 
family. Retroactive provisions include 


allowantes for free medica] and hos- 
ee care to the first of this year. 
No charge in drilling wells except 
for materials, and a reduction 

f materials used in each 


arose from what 
Ruddell said was a refusal to sell him 
more livestock feed on credit. 

When they arrived two years ago 
each faniily was given a 40-acre tract, 
loaned $3,000 for 20 years and given 
credit at the corporation’s store.

ARMY'S ‘SUPERFLOOD” 
HT BY RIVER EXPERTS 


Louisiana’s Chief State Engi- 
neer Terms Prediction 


‘Ridiculous.’ 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 27.—4)— 
The army’s announcement of plans 
to move residents from the entire 
Mississippi valley was termed absurd 
today by river experts. 

Colonel Lunsford E. Oliver, Vicks- 
burg river district engineer, said the 
plan was “in error in that we are not 
expecting a superflood in the lower 
valley.” 

“It is absolutely ridiculous to con- 
template any serious damage to Louisi- 
ana with the water now in sight,” 
said Colonel Harry Jacobs, chief en- 
gineer of the Louisiana State Board of 
Engineers, 

W. F. McDonald, head of the 
Weather Bureau here, said present 
conditions warranted no alarm in the 
lower valley and advised citizens to 
“ge quietly and confidently about their 
regular business” in “these days of 
false alarm.” 

Jacobs said he was told by Major 
General Edward M. Markham, chief 
of United States army eugineers, that 
it was “absolutely ridiculous to think 
there was any flood danger in the Mis- 
sissippi river valley south of Arkan- 
sas City, Ark.” 

He also said that Markham had au- 
thorized opening of the Bonnet Carre 
spillway above New Orleans if the 
river reaches a stage of 18 feet, one 
foot over flood seve 

The spillway, a mile wide and 10 
miles long, is designed to carry water 
from the river to Lake Pontchartrain 


and thence into the Gulf of Mexico.

TRAGEDY OF 1913 


Wheeler Hints Demand for 


‘Ohio City Hasn’t Forgotten 


What It Means To Fight 


Raging Floods. 


DAYTON, Ohio, Jan. 27.—(?)— 
Dayton hasn't forgotten what it means 
to have brown flood water washing 
away front porches, lapping at second- 
story windows and pushing houses off 
their foundations. 

More than 20 years have passed 
since Dayton saw the brown waters 
of the Miami river 12 feet deep in 
the streets. A total of 361 persons 
lost their lives in the Miami valley 
in the flood of March, 1913. 

While the Ohio river spreads its 
destruction a few miles away. the 
waters of the Miami, Stillwater and 
Mad rivers accumulate behind five 
great dams erected for that = 
after the disastrous days of 1913. 

The Miami valley conservancy proj- 
ect cost $30,000,000, but it removed 
an ever-present threat of inundation 
from an area stretching from Piqua 
on the north to Hamilton on the 
south. 

Englewood, the largest dam, con- 
tains 3,600,000 cubic yards of earth- 
work and has a capacity of 312,000 
acre feet, an acre foot being enough 
water to cover one acre one foot deep. 
During recent high waters, this dam 
was filled to 15 per cent of its ca- 
pacity. 

The dams were built for a flood 40 
per cent ry than the one experi- 
enced in 1913.

WALTER D. WELLBORN 
DIES IN NEW ORLEANS 


Brother of Former Federal 
Reserve Bank Governor 
Was Well Known Here. 


Stricken with a heart attack, Wal- 
ter Dent Wellborn, member of a 
prominent Atlanta family and for- 
merly a well-known insurance man 
here, died yesterday in New Orleans 
as he was being taken to a hospital 
in an ambulance.
